FINNISH DECLARATION. 

United States National Alliance De- 
clares the Principles of People. 



New York. Aug. 1.— The Finnish Na- 
tional Alliance of the United Stales has 
issued a declaration in which ii says: 
"There is nut a respectable man or 
woman in Finland, exceptor; fortune 
seekers, who exist anywhere who ihies 
not grieve in despair over the down- 
tearing of her most sacred human and 
civil rights, the ruin of her educational 
institutions and the destruction of her 
peaceable system of civil government, 
for which has been substituted a state 
of lawlessness. We are aware that the 
Finnish people, in spite of all means of 
compulsion, still regard, in accordance 
with the declaration of their representa- 
tive body, the Russian military order en- 
acted, through forceful methods, as 
illegal and unlawful. And even the 
same sort of a representative body 
might be convened by compulsory ways 
and means, as is the condition at pres- 
ent, for the purpose of approving all 
these violations of law, we still know 
that the Finnish people, as long as the 
present conditions prevail in their coun- 
try, can neither lie nor are they even 
ill such a position as to become respon- 
sible in any manner for the actions of 
their respective congress."

They will be detained there and every 
available piece of rolling stock will be rushed south for the removing of troops at Liaoyang 
and other points, to the northward, leaving a skeleton force to contest the Japanese 
advance on these positions.

The controversy has extended rapidly 
and the situation in Panama now is 
stated to be really precarious from a 
political point of view. 

Acting Secretary of State Loomis 
lakes the view that the matter is not 
one for settlement by the state depart- 
ment except as an intermediary and 
iwill reserve action until tihe commis- 
sion returns to Washington.

Constantinople, Aug. 1.— Official tele- 
grams report that a band of Armenian 
revolutionists ambushed a party of sol- 
diers near Mush, On the arrival of re- 
inforcements, the Armenians lied, set- 
ting lire to three villages on their way. 
Another band of Armenians numbering 
sixty attacked the village of Mossum in 
the Fnlayet of Erzerum, but was re- 
pulsed by tin' garrison and attempted to 
escape to tin' Russian frontier.

A VALIANT JAPANESE. 

Cnptnin Hirose's Brave Act While Un- 
der Russian Cannonade. 

Tokio, Aug. 1.— Admiral Togo reports 
that while engaged recently in sweeping 
for Russian mines near Tungwangtao, 
a mine became fastened to the sweeping 
machine of u Japanese gunboat. This 
rendered the gunboat helpless and it 
drifted to Sbensen point, where it. was 
exposed to u heavy Russian cannonade, 
Captain Hirose, on board another gun- 
boat, then went to tin' rescue of the ves- 
sel, lie succeeded in gelling her away, 
when he wits suddenly attacked by a 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer. After 
a light, which lasted one hour, Captain 
HI rose succeeded in extricating both 
gunboats. The vessel under the com- 
mand of Captain Hlrose, was bit, twice 
and three men on boHfll of tier were 
killed. Captain Hirose and ten men 
were wounded'.

St. Petersburg 
Fears Worst 



Last Two Days Battle Are Known 
to Be the Crisis of 
Campaign. 



Fear That Kuropatkln May Have 
His Communications 
Cut. 



Stakelberg Said to Have Been 
Surrounded By the 
Japanese. 



St. Petersburg, Aug. 1.— Although 
public attention has been distracted from 
the events of the win during the past 
week, first because of the fear of inter- 
national complication, and second, be- 
cause of the assassination of Minister ot 
the Interior Von Plehve, the situation at 
the front is regarded as critical. 

The enveloping movement of the 
three Japanese armies of Generals Ku- 
roki, Kodzu and Oku around General 
Kuropatkln's position appears to be al- 
most complete, and ihe extended line ot 
the Japanese seems to be the only draw 
hack to concerted action. It is realized 
here that the Russian general must now 
either light or withdraw the whole army 
northward. He is being closely pressed 
at Haicheng. 

At that place General Kuroki's north- 
ern column makes it extremely danger- 
ous to remain there, because while hold- 
ing the position to give battle again, the 
Japanese, whose advance is necessarily 
always slow and careful, might push 
through and cut bis railway communica- 
tions to Liaoyang. 

While nothing is definitely known, 
there are some unofficial indications 
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that matters are maturing rapidly, eith- 
er for a battle or for a retreat. For in- 
stance, the refusal to accept further 
press telegrams at Haicheng is shown 
by the fact that one of the correspond- 
ents of the Associated Press had to ride 
through to Mukden to lile au account 
of the Tatehekiao light. 

This might be construed either that 
preparations are making for a retire- 
ment or that the wires are very crowd- 
ed, incident to a concentration at Hai- 
cheng or Liaoyang. A few days are 
expected to determine which course Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin has elected to pursue. 

There is no inclination here to doubt 
that there may have been pretty severe 
lighting at the outer positions of Port 
Arthur, possibly accompanied by a bom- 
bardment from' the sea, but it is not be- 
lieved that the Japanese are yet ready 
to storm the fortress. 

Rear Admiral Withoft, in command 
uf the naval forces at Port Arthur, is re- 
lied upon to put to sea if the condition 
of the fortress becomes desperate. While 
no definite information is obtainable, the 
report that the fortress is short of am- 
munition is considered by the public as 
the most disquieting feature of the sit- 
uation. 

The indications are that the Baltic 
squadron is on the eve of an important 
movement. Nothing regarding this can 
be ascertained officially, but many of 
the officers already have said farewell 
to friends and families, and are holding 
themselves ready for instant service. 
The/ emperor has arranged to inspect the 
squadron, but his plan was given up ow- 
ing to the assassination of Minister Von 
Pliikve. 



STRIKE PRACTICALLY BROKEN. 

Kansas City, Aug. 1. — Many strikers 
today applied for their old positions. 
Two or three hundred of the applicants 
were re-employed. The others would be 
taken back, the managers said, just as 
fast as vacancies occurred. It was as- 
serted by the packers that with the ae- 
quisitou of these men the strike here is 
practically broken. 



Til B COTTON STRIKE. 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 1.— Not a cot- 
ton mill affected by the big strike here 
attempted to open its gates today, and 
the beginning of a second week of the 
contest over the attempt of the man- 
agers to reduce the wages brought no 
changes in the orderly scenes which 
have prevailed since the operatives re- 
fused to go to work last Monday. 



THUNDERBOLTS PLAY 
HAVOC IN NEW YORK 



(n Midst of Severe Thunder- 
storm Lightning Does Great 
Damage. 



New York. Aug. 1. — During a heavy 
thunderstorm in this ehy this afternoon 
lightning shattered the flags! aft' on lie 
federal building. The Third Avenue 
elevated, near Fifty-second street, was 
struck, 'the third rail blazing up and 
two horses are reported to have been 
killed by the same bolt. 

The rain was very heavy. Croat 
quantities of surface water in Broad 
street choked the manholes, a portion of 
the overflow flooded the basements of 
some of the buildings in that section. 
The Western Union and Postal Tele- 
graph Offices in the basement of Ihe 
New York Stock Exchange were Hooded 
to a depth of sevral inches. The Uag- 
pole on the "Klatiron" building was 
struck, and a piece of it fell to the 
"round. No one was hurt and the build- 
ing was not injured. At Long Island 
the varnish works of Smith & Co. wore 
struck by a lightning boll.- Within less 
than live minutes the whole budding, 
a three-storey brick structure was in 
flames. Adjoining the varnish plant is 
another varnish works and there are 
nianv other plants in the immediate 
neighborhood, where much inflamma- 
ble material is stored.

Long Discussion 
On Militia Bill 



'After a Midnight Session (Viea 
sure Passes the Committee 
Stage. 



Judge Britton's Report on the 
Treadgold Concession 
Presented. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Aug. 1.— The militia bill 
caused an animated discussion, lasting 
until midnight. Mr. Maclean strongly 
objected to the clause that the militia 
could be used in Canada "and for the 
defence thereof." He thought the gov- 
ernment should be given power to use 
the militia for the defence of the em- 
pire anywhere in ease of an emergency. 
Hon. Mr. Fitzpatriclt said there were 
additional clauses to the bill to the effect 
that when the militia were called out 
lor the defence of Canada, parliament 
must be called within 15 days. After 
parliament had assembled the militia 
could bo sent anywhere, and he thought 
that there was no (lunger of the empire 
going to pieces within 15 days. An 
amendment was offered by Mi-. Borden 
that "whenever the governor-iu-council 
places the militia, or any part (hereof, 
Oil active service anywhere in Canada 
or beyond Canada for the defence 
thereof, if parliament be then separated 
by adjournment or such prorogation as 
will not expire within ten days, a pro- 
clamation shall be issued for a meeting 
of parliament within 15 days, and par- 
liament shall accordingly meet and act 
■from the day appointed by such procla- 
mation and shall continue to sit and act 
in like manner as if it had stood ad- 
journed and prolonged the same day." 

The debate was continued at some 
length and with some warm talk. Fin- 
ally a compromise was reached by strik- 
ing out the words "anywhere in Can- 
ada or beyond Camilla for defence 
thereof." This meant a sentimental ob- 
ject and nobody seemed to think it made 
any substantial difference in the mean- 
ing of the clause, and as thus amend- 
ed it was adopted. A clause was added 
that "His Majesty shall be liable to 
make compensation for the death of 
any person or for tiny injury to any 
person or property arising from the use 
-if any rifle range under the control of 
the department of militia for target 
■practice. Provided that no claim for 
-compensation for death or injury due to 
the neglect of the person killed tor 
injured, or where such person at the 
time was present as a spectator or took 
part in the rifle practice, or was in 
some official or other capacity connect- 
ed therewith." With these amendments 
the militia bill was put through the 
committee stage and now stands for the 
third reading. 

Premier Laurier was not able to lie 
present in the house today through an 
indisposition. Sir Win. Mulock proposed 
an amendment to the Post Olliee Act, 
making it unlawful to transmit through 
the mails books, magazines, periodicals, 
circulars or other publications contain- 
ing advertisements representing marvel- 
ous, extravagant or grossly improbable 
cures or curative or healing powers by 
means of medicines, appliances or do- 
vices. There was some criticism of the 
{proposal to put the power in the hands 
of tin- post office authorities to stop any 
newspapers or magazines. The post- 
master-general's defence was that the 
power would lie exercised only by bis 
authority. In the case of regular periodi- 
cals due notice wotdd lie given of any j 
objectionable advertisement .

The belated report of Judge Britton 
on the famous Treadgold concessions in 
Hie Yukon country was presented to 
parliament today. It bears out the con- 
tentions of the critics of the govern- 
ment's policy in this respect that there 
was wholesale opposition to the con- 
cession amongst the residents of Daw- 
son. He savs he had difficulty '< •'"•- 
vnniring a calm and judicial et. ,..iry. 
The report makes it clear that only 
claims enjoying water facilities could 
be properly worked, hence the main 
objection to the concession. He de- 
clares, however, that there was noth- 
ing to warrant the statement that the 
concessionaires did not need to sell 
wat er, 

Mr. Justice Britton makes the import- 
ant suggestion that the rates for water 
Should be fixed by a board of three, one 
selected by the grantees, one by the 
tfree minors and one by 'the senior judge 
of the Yukon or Chief Justice of British 
Columbia. He says any free miner 
could make entry for abandoned claims 
and urges that all necessary safeguards 
to miners should olenrly appeal- and not 
be left to be implied. The government 
should get plans and specifications to 
ascertain the cost of arranging for an I 
adequate water supply. If a company 
is to do the work the contract should 
provide a definite time limit for com- 
mencing and finishing, an obligation to 
sell within the district, a board to super- 
vise rates, the preservation of the rights 
of miners in every particular and com- 
pensation for buildings moved or in- 
jured. 

A sliding principle was adopted m 
the subsidizing of the Ivardo and Upper 
Arrow Lake railway, thirty miles, and 
Nicoln Lake Kamloops and Similka- 
meen forty-five miles. If the cost of 
construction exceeds, on the average, 
fiftoifn thousand dollars per mile, then 
the subsidy is increased fifty per cent, 
over $3,200, but not to exceed $G,400 
per mile. 



WIRELESS EXPERIMENTS. 

.Marconi Company Will Carry Out Ser- 
ies of Long-distance Trials. 

Siasoonset, Mass., Aug, 1. — -Wm. W. 
Bradfield, chief expert of the Marcoui 
Wireless Telegraph Company of Am- 
erica, has arrived hero to conduct a 
series of experiments at the station in 
the village in long-distance communica- 
tion. Since the United States govern- 
ment ordered the abolition of the sys- 
tem on the Nantucket south shoal:: 
lightship several weeks ago, no mes- 
sages have been received at the Slnscon- 
set station. Occasionally, however, 
the instruments have been effected and 
later words have been recorded, evi- 
dently coming from the ocean liners 
passing fifty or sixty miles south of the 
islands. These facts have raised a hope 
that communication with incoming and 
outgoing liners that are fitted with 
wireless apparatus may be established 
from the station and the experts are 
confident this can be done. It will be 
necessary to obtain additional power at 
the land station and the steamers that 
are fitted with wireless apparatus will 
have nearly double the electrical force 
which they exert at present in the trans- 
mission of messages. Several weeks 
will be devoted to the experiments. 



The Japanese 
Were Victorious 



London Times Correspondent 
Sends News of Kuroki's 
Advance. , 

Some Positions Carried Against 
Superior Numbers Finishing 
With brilliant March. 



London, Aug. 2. — The correspondent 
of the London Times with Gen. Kufoki 
in the field, in a despatch dated July 
30th says : "This army began a general 
attack at daylight today which lasted 
until sunset. i 

"The Japanese centre took the town, 
capturing the enemy's northeastern po- 
sitions. The left advanced and occupied 
a position jeopardizing the Russian 
right. The Japanese right carried the 
position against superior numbers. There 
was tremendous artillery firing through- 
out the day and the infantry finished 
with a brilliant march under the ene- 
my's shrapnel. 

"I believe that the Russian position 
will be untenable tomorrow." 

It will be noted that the foregoing 
despatch does not name the town cap- 
tured by the Japanese. It may refer to 
Simucheng, reports of the capture of 
which have been sent out from Tokio.

BEZOBRAZOFF GETS IN. 

-Commander of Vladivostock Squadron 
Sneaks Into Port Arthur. 

Paris, Aug. 2.— The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Echo Do Pnria 
says that Vice Admirnl BeBobrnzofl en- 
tered Port Arthur two weeks ago on 
the torpedo boat destroyer Burkoff, 
which has since been sunk with all on 
board, except three persons. Admiral 
Bezobruzoff is now commanding tho 
Russian Porl Arthur squadron. 



St. Petersburg, Aug. 1. — The report of 
I. ieut. -General Keller's death is con- 
firmed, lie was killed July ^'Jth while 
repelling the preliminary attack of Gen- 
eral Kuroki's attack on the Kangwa 
pass, ao miles east of Liaoyang. Tho 
general was standing near a battery 
which was subjected to terrific lire 
when a shell burst close to him, and he 
fell mortally wounded, dying 20 minutes 
later. Before the general expired he 
had the satisfaction 'of knowing t hat the 
Japanese attack had been repulsed. Gen- 
eral Zassaliteh may now command the 
first Siberian corps. The loss of General 
Keller is deeply felt in court circles. lie 
was a personal friend of the Emperor. 
Ilis sister, Countess Kleimichel, is oue 
of the leaders in St. Petersburg society. 

KOBE AN UPRISING FEARED. 

Paris, Aug. 1. According to trust- 
worthy advices the Japanese seriously 
tear an uprising in Korea, where the 
announcement I lint Japan intends to dis- 
tribute the lands not actually cultivat- 
ed among the Japanese colonists, 1ms 
greatly incensed the natives.

As we climb 
up toward Hope the growth gradually 
dwindles and we reach Yale. As the 
train leaves the cul-de-sac and enters 
the clear-cut canyon of the Fraser we 
close our eyes to the meagre little town 
which is apparent and see again the 
might v Yale of the years 1803-04, a 
Yale full of promise and high hopes, 
the head of steamboat navigation, ihc 
Mecca of the miner. Wo are not th" 
"Imperial Limited, yet no grass grows 
under our wheels. We leave the Ver- 
million dabs of drying salmon at Reef- 
ers, Asheroft ox-teams anil Kamloops 
bunehgrass and follow up the alluring 
valley of the South Thompson. Here 
are the cattle upon a thousand hills. It 
is 9:30 o'clock in the evening when wo 
reach Sicamous Junction and icateh a 
glimpse of the houseboat on the Styx. 

It has been a glorious day. 0»<" is 
content to sit back in the observation 
car and feast one's eyes on the moving 
pictures of what must surely be Na- 
ture's grandest spectacular. There is 
neither time nor inclination to speculate 
upon our traveling companions, nor to 
seek new acquaintances, Kevels'toke wr, 
pass in the night, and Glacier House 
with its guides and Swiss chalets, and 
just pull our blinds in the morning in 
time to see the Great Divide which 
sheds iis streams into two oceans. It is 
a grand country, this British Columbia 
of ours. 

So thank 1 God, my birth 

Fell not in isles aside- 
Waste headlands of the earth. 

Or warring tribes untried. 
Surely, in toil or fray, 

Fniier an alien sky, 
Comfort it is to say 

"Of no mean country am I." 
At BauTT we lost Miss Williams. 
When we saw all the noise and hustle 
of this Carlsbad of America we (mil 
envied her her well-earned rest where 
the big-horn graze under the shadow ot 
Stoney Squaw mountain. 

Gradually the face of the country 
lias been changing, and about noon we 
find ourselves among the river benches 
and rounded grassy foothills. It is the 



country of the cowboy, and at Calgary 
he joins us. Ho is big, bronzed and 
straight as an arrow. He talks as 
gently as u lady, and as he passed 
through the "diner" a flunky says in an 
undertone, "Take off your hat." His 
eyes are blue and steely, and we halt-

People are infinitely more interesting 
than places, and in admiring these mag- 
nificent specimens of Canadian manhood 
we scarcely regret the past glory of the 
everlasting hills. 

Another night and another day bring 
us to Winnipeg on Saturday evening. 
Miss Maclean and Miss Marchant drive, 
with us round the city and then con- 
tinue eastward with faces turned to- 
ward the Old Land, and it is good-byes 
a i r unit. The whist parties, the stories, 
i in- atternoon cups of tea, the inevitable 
confidences which a scant week's jour* 
ney by land or sea always draws forth 
are ended.

LET IT GO AT THAT. 



Mr. Justice Irving decided in favor 
of .Mr. Hendry this morning in bis ac- 
tion ugJlUlsl the Reynolds family and 
the Lodger Printing & Publishing Com- 
pany, Ltd.. after which lie hastened 
away to catch the boat for Victoria, 
says yesterday's Vancouver World. 

The morning was taken up with the 
.•l'ddresses of counsel in tile ease. Air. 
Joseph Alan in, K. C, making an in- 
cisive speech in behalf of the plaintiff 
ami .Mr. Livingstone, of Livingstone, 
Garret and King, following with a 
strong and well prepared appeal iu be- 
half of the defendants. 
The history of the case is as follows: 
.Mr. Hendry invested $D.OI N l in what, 
may he briefly termed the Ledger- re- 
ceiving in return, 5,000 shares in that 
in si it in ion. The Iteynolds family held 
l.'.l'.t'.i shares and .Mr. Woods, who act- 
ed on the directorate for Mr. Hendry, 
held the remaining share nf the 10.000 
issued. This gave Mr. Hendry the con- 
trol of the i ompany. Tin- total number 
of shares into which the stock of 'he 
divided was 20.0011 half 
at thai time unissued. 
Hendry made over his 
Iteynolds, receiving in a- 
turn a mortgage for #5.000 as security 
for his investment. The --hares not be 
hie worth par value. Dr. rtoynolds lidd- 
ed his own -sock. I.S1H5 shares, t i Mr. 
Hendry's, and the mortgage was given 
on the lo;al !I.!K»5. 

I lr. Iteynolds eudorsi .1 t lie shares lie 
received in blank, and ihey wen- to io- 
vert to Mr. Hendry on dull ■ "'_', 10(14, 



if the mortgages were not lifted in the 
meantime, but could not be registered in 
Hendry's name until that date. 

It was after this that the present liti- 
gation was begun. On June ;J0 of thin 
year a meeting of the directors was 
called and it was decided to purchase 
a lnonoline printing machine from F. L. 
Iteynolds, son of the doctor. The ma- 
chine was judged worth some $1,500, 
and it was decided to pay Mr. Rey- 
nolds the 10,000 unissued shares, At 
that meeting Mr. Woods voted nay lo 
I the proposition, but the other directors, 
i Dr. Iteynolds and members of his fam- 
ily, outvoted him. Il was then aoces- 
; sary to call a meeting of the share- 
holders to ratify the bargain. This 
men III that Mr. Woods would again be 
I iu a minority of one and steps were 
| taken to prevent this meeting until the 
J legality of t he transact ion had been 
I decided on. 

I The plaintiffs moved for an injunction 
| rest raining the shareholders from meet- 
ling. The meeting was called off and 
the injunction dropped on the under- 
I standing of the defendants that no meet- 
ing would take place until the .suit be- 
gun against the company and the Rey- 
nolds family had 1 n decided. 

Later on the directors culled another 
shareholders' meeting and the perform- 
ance was repented, the understanding 
being given as before, and mutters have 
so stood until now. 

The plaintui is nominally Mr. Woods, 
but the suit is really between Hendry 
and the defendants. Mr. Hendry's 
case, as argued by Mr. Joseph Martin, 
was that the intention of the wohlc 
transaction with regard to the purchase 
of the machine from L. Iteynolds 
was to deprive Mr. Hendry of the con- 
trol to which he was justly entitled 
and which it wits always understood 
he was to possess, but with which, 
technically, be parted when he made 
over his shares to Dr. Reynolds. Plain- 
tiff argued that il was the knowledge 
that control would ngnill pass, with 
his shares, to Mr. Hendry in June that 
made the directors take the action they 
did in May, so that when Mr. Hendry 
came into possession, of bis shares they 
would no longer carry control of the 
paper. 

Mr. Livingstone, mi the other hand, 
argued that the transaction was per- 
fectly fair and above hoard and was 
conducted solely in the inli'i'esls of 1 he 
company by the defendants, whose in- 
terests were altogether bound up in 'he 
publication. He contended thai the 
minority shareholders mnsl show fraud 
and that they had been unable to do so. 

Justice Irving, .sum- 
med the ease no at length 011(1 gave

RE SONGHEES RESERVE. 

I What the Colonist had 1o say witli 
reference to the proposals made to the 
'Government by the joint committee of 
the Bom-'.] of Trade and the City Coun- 
cil, implied neither reflection on the 
reception given to that body by members 
of the Government nor upon the posi- 
tion of Mr. Junes Dunsmuir in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Dunsmuir is not standing in 
the way of settlement, but on tlio con- 
trary has been doing everything possible 
to facilitate a settlement. Such an at- 
titude is clearly in his interests. So far 
as the members of the Government are 
concerned nothing else was to have been 
expected from them but characteristic 
courtesy and consideration. 
. The position of the Colonist, which we 
•desire to be clearly understood, is that 
it would be both improper and injudi- 
cious in any circumstances to delegate 
authority to a body of citizens in a 
matter whirb is purely provincial and 
governmental in its character. The City 
Council and the Board of Trade are 
both justified in respeel to the Songheeg 
Reserve, it being something of vital i n 
teres! tc tie' city, in using all legithnatt 
luiluencc in the direction of the Indians 
being removed therefrom, by resolu- 
tion, by personal representations to the 
Government, or by whatever other means 
practical assistance could he rendered. 
That is one tiling: hut it is finite anoth- 
er thing to propose that the committee, 
which lias been appointed to act, should 
be substituted for the Provincial Govern- 
ment in the negotiations having their 
removal in view. Even it' it can be 
shown lhal such n committee could do 
something which the Provincial (Jovern- 
mcul etui not do in the premises the

. "THE MAX ON THE STREET.!' 

It is well to understand things deii- 
nitely. We have an opinion from the 
"man on the street," who we are led 
to understand "is the fellow whose opin- 
ions prevail in the long run." It is too 
long to give in extenso, but here is an 
extract respecting the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific Railway as it affects British Co- 
lumbia: 

The "man on the street" fully under- 
stands that if British Columbia wants n 
better bargain with the Grand Trunk 
Pacific than the Dominion Government 
felt justified in paying for, the province 
must pay for it. * * * 

We have the contract; it is a good 
contract; it is a good contract for Brit- 
ish Columbia. Doubtless it can be 
made n better contract for British Co- 
lumbia, and the question is: Can the 
province afford to have it made a better 
contract? The Dominion has done all 
that it could reasonably he asked to 
do. Is there anything which the com- 
pany can do and is willing to do, that 
the province wants badly enough to be 
willing to pay for it? Clearly it is pre- 
mature to do more than"s1ate this ques- 
tion. 

The value of any man's opinion de- 
pends upon how much he knows of the 
subject, or in what particular way the 
question appeals to his own interests. 
It is very evident that "the man on the 
street" has u bias in favor of the prov- 
ince paying for the advantages to be 
secured by the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company commencing construction at 
this end. He really is entitled to regard 
himself as coming within the meaning 
of i reference in a Liberal contempo- 
rary as to one "at present engaged in 
the congenial task of preparing the pub- 
lic mind for a 'graft' of Brobdignnginn 
proportions of which we shall doubtless 
hear more at an early date." He evi- 
dently imagines, too, that his "opinions 
will prevail in the long run." 

What we have to say in reference to 
the above in addition to what has al- 
ready been said in the Colonist about 
Flie Grand Trunk Pacific from a Pro- 
vincial point of view is that no man 
who understands the position in this 
province can say it is a good contract 
for the Province. Wo have stated that 
it is not a good contract, and that locally 
considered it does not contain a single 
redeeming feature for which a business 
man would vote or that an honest poli- 
tician could commend. No paper in the 
province, no public man of the prov- 
ince, has so far had the temerity to 
point to a single detail in which tlio con- 
tract is good for the province. No 
newspaper or public man can point to 
such a feature and maintain his posi- 
tion by facts and argument. Moreover, 
while we cannot prove the assertion to 
be actually true, we believe, and every 
presumption of fact in the case goes 
to show, that the contract was purpose- 
ly made bad in order that those in whose 
interest it is might be enabled to come 
to the Province nud penalize it for "bet- 
ter terms." And to those wdio can read 
at all between the lines the remarks of 
the "man on the street" bear fairly that 
inference.

The all-absorbing question of the day is 
the clandestine landing of United States 
soldiers on San Juan. No notice of their 
Intention to take so unwise ami Impolitic 
a step was given to our government. But, 
like thieves in the night, they sought to 
plant themselves on an island over which 
have exercised sovereignty many years, 
and to which by every rub' of right, and 
by a clear Interpretation of the treaty of 
1840, we are lawfully entitled. Wc cannot 
but characterize this reckless attempt to 
endanger our peaceful relations, and pos- 
sibly precipitate ua into a war, other than 
•t of treason to the age and mankind. 
Nothing but the utmost caution and for- 
bearance on our part can avoid a col- 
lision, which may end In a conflict that 
may retard the progress of mankind for 
a century. The United States call offer 
no excuse for a step which will amount to 
a Justification; and the historian must 
limb this last act as a foul blot on her his- 
tory.

NAPOLEON'S GREATEST VICTORY. 

According to United States Consul Tour- 
gee of Itordcuux, the growth of the "pin 
maritime," or marine pine, lu the Landed 
and adjoining departments of France, "un- 
doubtedly murks the most remarkable 
achievement ever wrought by human 
agency in the modification of natural con- 
ditions or soli nud climate for the benefit 
of mankind." 

A century ngo the region between the 
Glronde and the Pyrenees was In most 
of its extent "not only one of the most 
barren in the world, but apparently al- 
together hopeless of reclamation."

A letter was read from the education 
department acknowledging receipt of the 
trustees' letter suggesting that half-day 
s-'ssious be held an the public schools 
to relieve congestion. The department 
declined to accede to the request,, point- 
ing out that the concession would bo 
entirely irregular and conVary to rules. 
Such an arrangement would only be per- 
missible in case no schejl accommoda- 
tion could be secured '.eii^orarily. 

A long discussion ensued us to the 
best means of providing accommodation 
for the ever-increasing number of chil- 
dren attending school. It was ultimate- 
ly decided to use a room in the new 
High 'school and one in the old build- 
ing, if necessary, to relieve the pressure 
in the Central school. A, so to appoint 
live extra teachers and utilize the pres- 
ent buildings as far as possible. 

A list of applications for positions 
on the teaching staff was read, with 
lestumoniuls, etc. If was agreed! to 
make permanent the appointment of 
Miss Sweet and Miss Johnson, who have 
been teaching the Chinese classes, and 
to continue the services of .Miss Red- 
fern at Victoria West school at $45 per 
mouth. Miss Johnson and Miss Sweet 
each get I?f>-I0 per annum. A poll was 
taken to select two new teachers and 
resulted in favor of Miss McUUI and 
Mr. J. \V. 11. King, whose salaries 
were lixed at SUUO and S72u, respec- 
tively.. 

Trustee Boggs reported that the work 
of arranging for lire alarms and re- 
pairing of the public schools had been 
completed, and in doing so paid a high 
compliment to the architect and invited 
the members of the board to visit the 
schools and see for themselves. 

Trustee Hall moved that the board 
forward a vote of condolence to Mrs. 
Trustee Jenkins, expressive of the re- 
gret of its members at the bereavement 
that lady had met through the death 
of her husband. i | I 

Trustee Boggs seconded the motion, 
which will be given effect to by Super- 
intendent Eaton. ii 

Trustee Hall, in speaking of the pro- 
bable increase in the school attendance 
lifter vacation, said that Victoria ought 
to feel proud of her schools, seeing that 
their pupils practically headed the list 
at the recent examinations. There was 
onlv one city that could compare with 
Victoria and that was Vancouver, but

THE OPEN VS. THE CLOSED SHOP. 

Extracts from Decision ol Appellate Court 
of Cook County, Ills., In Above. 

The following are brief extracts from tlio 
decision of Judges Adams, Winters and 
Ball, who constituted the Appellate Court 
of Cook county, Ills. The decision is of 
especial Interest to employers and em- 
ployees, as It deals with the rights of 
both these classes In respect to an at- 
tempt to force a "closed shop" agreement 
The case came before the court 0/ appeal 
from the injunction granted by Judge 
Holdout against the strikers at the plant 
of the Kellogg Switchboard Company; 
.TEXT OF TUB DECISION. 
"The purpose of the strike by complain- 
ant's employees and their prosecution. Of 
it, as described, was to compel the com- 
plainant to execute the agreements re- 
ferred to and make a part of the bill. The 
drafts of agreements, three In number, 
purport to be with the different unions 
whose members were In complainant's em- 
ploy. The draft of agreement with tho 
Metal Polishers, Buffers, Platers, Brass 
■Moulders and Brass Workers' International 
Union of North America, International 
Union of Steam Engineers and Interna- 
tional ■ Brotherhood of Stationary Firemen, 
contains the following: 

"Article 1. The party of the first part 
hereby agrees to employ none but mem- 
bers of the aforesaid organizations or those 
who carry the regular working card of the 
said organizations, provided the various 
crafts will furnish such competent help 
as may be required by the party of the 
first part within tweut /-four hours after 
a notification, 

'•Article 7. Then^ shall be a steward for 
each craft in each factory appointed by 
the organization, whose duty it shall hi 
to sec that the men working In said fac- 
tory belong to the organizations. 

"Article 8. It is hereby agreed by the 
party of the llrst part that the business 
agent of the party of the. second part sh

The number of apprentices 
nut to exceed one for ten men or less of 
the different crafts.

"Thai the purpose of the strike was to 
compel the execution of the drafts of 
agreement is clear.

right of contract none Is of such vital Im- 
portance to employers and employees as 
the one recently handed down by the Ap- 
pellate Court of Cook county concerning 
what Is known as the 'closed shop' con- 
tract, for It goes to the very heart of the 
question out of which arises the chief 
contention between labor unions and em- 
ployers. 

"The derision of the Appellate Court 
specifically declares that the parties to 
such contracts, if compulsion be used, ure 
guilty of an unlawful act, and If entered 
Into voluntarily aro guilty of a criminal 
conspiracy. These declarations nre based 
upon the accepted principles of common 
law, the guarantees of the state and the 
national constitution, and the specific lan- 
guage of ihe criminal statutes. 

"Under the law of contracts It Is not 
only unlawful to compel one to execute a 
contract, but a contract executed undet- 
duress is voidable. Such Is the nature of 
most of the "closed shop" contracts,' for, 
although the employer apparently may ex- 
ercise free will, the fact remains that the 
majority oC closed shop contracts are ex- 
ecuted to avoid a strike or to end one al- 
ready existing, nnd the court declares Hint 
'duress exists when a person Is Induced 
to perform an act to avoid a threatened 
and impending calamity.' 

"The 'closed shop' contract is In Itself 
a denial of freedom of contract both to 
employers and to non-union workmen, nnd 
Is therefore n violation of fundamental 
law. Freedom of contract lias been de- 
tlned by the Supreme Court of the state 
as both a liberty and a property right. La- 
bor Is declared to be properly, and there- 
tore to deprive ihe laborer and employer 
of this right to contract with one another 
is held to bo a violation of Section 2, Arti- 
cle 2. of Ihe Constitution of Illinois, which 
provides that 'no person shall be deprived 
nl' life, liberty, or property, without due 
process of law.' The labor unionists haw 
the same freedom of contract as any other 
perrons, but when tbey enter upon n con- 
tract for a -closed shop' they attempt to 
deprive al! who mny not lie mi tubers ol 
unions of tin- same rirlit, ami therefore 
are guilty of an unlawful net. 

"The 'closed shop' contract, according 
to Ho- Supreme Court decision to which the 
appellate judges refer, is equally 11 viola- 
tion of Hie provisions of the constitution! 
of the United States guaranteeing 'life, 
iibcrty and property' us in the Illinois, 
constitution, together with the further 
guarantee that the privileges shall never J 
lie abridged, ami prohibiting dlscrlinlnu 
tions between citizens. 

"The criminal statute governing the of- 
fence Is explicit. Where two or more per 
sons combine by unlawful means to pre- 
vent any person from obtaining employ 
ment, Section 15S or the Criminal Code 
provides for both by a fine and imprison- 
ment. 

"Under this law, as Interpreted by the 
I decision, employers and labor unionists 
who have entered Into an agreement for a 
'closed shop' nre guilty of an unlawful net, 
I which, if voluntarily performed, eonstl 
criminal conspiracy. Neither em- 
nor labor unionists who herein 
ter into agreements for a 'closed

Cottage City 

Brought Gold 

Nearly Half a MUHon Treasue 
From the Yukon— White 
Horse Placers. 

Details of the Tragedy Near Cir- 
cle City -Suffocation 
of Two Miners. 



The steamer Cottage City, which ar- 
rived from the North on Sunday, had a 
hirjje quantity of gold from lukon 
mines on board, amounting in value to 
over $450,000. She hail a large number 
of passengers also. The Cottage City 
L-ft foi' the Sound till' same day. 

She brought good news from the 
north, where the mining outlook is ex- 
cellent. The While Horse plncer fields 
seem to he attracting considerable atten- 
tion. There are said to be over 400 men 
mining or prospecting <m the various 
creeks of the district, the most import- 
tiuit of which appear to he lluby ami 
llnrwash. There seems to he some 
doubt, however, whether the White 
Horse placers- offer sulUcient induce- 
ments to the "i r man," and many who 

are acquainted with the field an' of the 
opinion that it presents better opportu- 
nities to operators on a large scale. 

Detailed information of the double 
tragedy, near Circle City is contained in 
.i letter written to United States Com- 
missioner Nichols. From this it appears 
that' the victims, Leonard A. Peterson 
and II. .1. Hanson, were overcome in a 
shnft twenty-one feel deep by gas left 
there by a wood lire, which had been 
been put in the mine to thaw tho frozen 
ground. Hansen went into the shaft 
alone and unsuspecting tin' presence of 
gits. He was found dead at the foot of 
the shaft by 10. K. Hill. Peterson went 
down the shaft to rescue Hansen's body. 
Peterson immediately was overcome and 
before he could lie rescued was dead. 
Hill went down the shaft with a wet 
cloth over his face and succeeded in put- 
ting ropes around the bodies. Both bod- 
ies were drawn up with a windlass. 

Peterson was tin' owner of old dis- 
covery claim on Mineral creek, and his 
old heme was Red Ouk, Iowa. Il is be- 
lieved his relatives reside there. Han- 
son! went to Mineral creek two years 
ago from Dawson. He also had mined 
at Minook, where he was well known. 
At one time lie was a sailor on 'ho 
United States cruiser Philadelphia. His 
relatives are unknown, but two letters 
among his effects may give a clue. The 
bodies were buried on Mineral creek. An 
uncorroborated report was received bore 
that from the mine in which tho men 
were killed they and two partners had 
taken out $10,000 in gold this spring.

Adjourned— Defendant 
Has Counsel. 



Question Argued Yesterday as 
to Validity of the 
By-Law. 



Hearing of action City vs. A. Blygh, 
dry goods dealer, for $500, the amount 
of a transiel.lt trader's license tor six 
months, was resumed in the Police 
court yesterday. Mr. Harold llobertsou 
appeared for the defendant and Mr. 
Uradburtl for tho city. 

Mr. Robertson moved for a dismissal 
of the summons on the grounds, broad- 
ly, that the city .mil failed to make out 
a case. He contended that tho defini- 
tion of a "transient trader" in the stat- 
ute and in the by-law excluded any pth- 
ed definition. Section 41, sub-sections 
SB and 0, Chapter 52, defined the trans- 
ient trader to be a trader who refuses 
to pay the license or put up security for 
the amount thereof, and in using the 
words ••shall mean" this definition ex- 
eluded any other definition. According 
to this definition it was necessary to 
show that all the conditions stated bad 
been complied with before the trader 
could be proved a transient trader. In 
the present case this had not been done. 
His first objection was that the collec- 
tor had asked for the amount of 'lie 
license and for the bond for $1,001), but 
had not asked for the cash deposit, and 
therefor Blygh could not have refused to 
provide that, and so he did not come 
within the definition. Mr. Llobertsou s 
next point was that the by-law went 
beyond the powers conferred by 'lie 
statute, The statute said that Hie se- 
curity demanded should he lor . li 
amount of the license, while the by-law;

Company .Must liaise $3,000 to Pay 
-Mortgage on Electric Plant. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Crackerjaek Mining & -Milling Com- 
pany, Ltd., held at Grangeville, Idaho, 
.Inly 20, 1004, an assessment of one 
cent per share was levied on the sub- 
scribed capital stock of the company, 
payable on or before August 122, 1901. 

Accompanying the notice to stock- 
holders of the levying of the assess- 
ment, is a hater of the secretary, Itufus 
W, Hawley, in which ho says: 

"There is a mortgage of $3,000 on the 
electric power plant — which cost the 
company $15,000— and it ivas due July 
IS.
